HE TAKES HIS place among myriads of 
saints, the Blessed Virgin, St. Joseph, the Sacred 
Heart and Jesus Christ, who speak on cue at 
thrice weekly gatherings of ‘‘pilgrims’’ 
assembled to hear the latest ‘‘locutions’’ from 
Mrs. Klug. 


Mother of three children and wife for 26 years, 
she claims to‘have been chosen as the instrument 
of a miracle — the ‘‘Miracle of St. Joseph”’ as it 
is known to her followers. 


Five years ago at her home in Placentia, a 
suburb of Los Angeles, she began to receive 
“locutions’~ from a growing and impressive 
variety of heavenly beings. 


LOCUTIONS DIFFER from visions and 
prophecies in that the ‘‘instrument”’ acts solely 
as a medium, merely transmitting messages 
from some other source involuntarily. 


In this case St. Joseph is the main com- 
municator. But according to the official 
literature promoting the phenomenon, ‘‘there is 
a never-ending chain of revelation from the Holy 
Trinity, from our Blessed Mother, Saint Joseph 
and many of the saints; for God has designed for 
all mankind to see the Beloved Saint Joseph, to 
know him, to love him, to honor him and revere 
him.” 3 

As news of her activities spread in recent 
years people flocked to Frances Klug’s home to 
hear her messages and receive counselling in 
such numbers that it soon became necessary to 
seek larger premises, then still larger. 


ROUNDTABLE meetings are still held in 
Placentia on Friday evenings, but, since early 
this year, Sunday and Wednesday morning 
meetings have taken place at the Hill of Hope. 


The wooden roadside sign marking the en- 
trance to “St. Joseph’s Hill of Hope,” stands 
exactly on the boundary of Orange and San 
Bernardino counties. Modest, new and expertly 
painted, it is an unassuming introduction to an 
area of controversy. 


The 450 acres of largely undeveloped land 
northeast of Yorba Linda in the Chino Hills on 
Carbon Canyon Road were purchased by the St. 
Joseph’s Hill of Hope Corporation this year, on 
the explicit direction of ‘‘heaven,’’ according to 
the corporations weekly newsletter, Voice of 
Hope. 


PLANS ARE UNDERWAY to develop the 
property into an elaborate pilgrimage center — 
“designed entirely by the Blessed Trinity!” A 
hospital, seminary, basilica, restaurant, 
religious goods store and pilgrim house are 
among the projects. 


Since the close of escrow in April, clearing 
work has attracted a number of volunteers and 
pleas for manpower and equipment are a regular 
feature of the newsletter. 


The road to the hill is a winding dirt track 
gouged from the hillsides between groves of oak 
trees and scrub-filled canyons. 


ABOUT 50 YARDS in from Carbon Canyon 
Road, a huge double gate of green and white 
painted wrought iron straddles the road. The 
arch surmounting it carries the words ‘St. 
Joseph’s Hill of Hope.’ The gate is usually 
locked but it stands open this Sunday morning as 
we arrive a few minutes prior to the scheduled 
meeting time of 10:30. 


As the slow single file of cars winds along the 
tortuous, sandy route, numerous ubiquitous 
young men in ranger-style hats and “‘security ”’ 
arm bands direct and control our progress.

When Father Goodrow 
retired at 78 he told his 
parishioners: ‘‘As best we 
can we must plan for our 
future in keeping with the 
will of God.

“In. resigning myself to 
the inevitable, it is my hope 
and prayer that the bond 
which has united us over a 


decade will continue to 
keep us close to each other 
in affection and friendship.” 


Born Jan. 24, 1891 in 
Cayuga, Ontario, Canada, 
Father Goodrow was or- 
dained Dec. 20, 1913, in 
Montreal, Que.

Fr. Byrne seeks $$ to expand CATV programs

SAN BERNARDINO — 
Foundation funds for a 
mobile television production 
and transmission unit 
operated from a small van is 
being sought by Father 
George Byrne, producer of 
Concilium Productions here. 


Concilium is a 30-minute 
discussion program hosted 
by Father Byrne and taped 
for ‘broadcast over 
Teleprompter CATV cable 
TV on Channel 6, San Ber- 
nardino. Started August, 
1971, it reaches 17,200 homes. 


The priest envisions a 


. diocesan-wide cable TV 


network linked with similar 
diocesan networks across 
the country and eventually 
around the Catholic world. 


BUT, FATHER Byrne 
adds, these are long-range 
plans and many obstacles 
must be overcome before 
they are realized. 


The TV van, he explained, 
would make it possible to 
produce TV programs ‘‘on 
location in churches, 
schools, social service 
agencies or any place where 
people would normally 
gather.” 


The van’s mobility would 
enable~ Concilium Produc-

tions to provide programs to 
any CATV system. 


IN ADDITION, he said, 
future availability of “two- 
way cable and low-cost 
microwave transmission 
would enable the van to do 
live cablecasts. 


Father Byrne 
prepared a_ four-page 
illustrated circular to ex- 
plain the mobile unit and the 
diocesan and national cable 
network. 


The diocesan system, he 
said, would transmit 
programs directly to CATV 
subscribers linked by dif- 
ferént cable channels. 


PROGRAMS could also be 
sent over closed-circuit TV 
into classrooms, but, he 
noted, the diocese does not 
yet have such a_ system, 
known as 
Television Fixed Service 
(ITFS). 


The national hook-up, said 
Father Byrne, ‘‘would lease 
several channels on the 
Ecumenical Satellite, now in 
the planning stage, to enable 
dioceses without their own 
programming to share those 
presented by larger dioceses 


_ or archdioceses. 


“The combination of 
diocesan and national net- 
works would give the U.S. its 
fifth nationwide television 
network, although it would 
be the first network 
established exclusively for 
CATV.”” Sake

Polluting the air waves 


A recent addition to the San Diego area radio 
telephone talk programs originates in Los Angeles and 
is carried in San Francisco. It is probably the nearest 


thing to pollution of the middle day hours that it would — 


be possible to find. One hesitates to give publicity to 
the Bill Balance program ‘‘Feminine Forum,”’ even to 
condemn it. But such is the degrading level of the show 
that it should be a matter for the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to investigate. 


On the pretext of themes of interest to housewives, 
the gravelly voiced Balance strings along gullible 
female telephone callers with a series of double en- 
tendres and mischievous, nauseating advice. I agree 
entirely with those who have called me and the 
stations (KSDO and KGBS) to complain. At any time 
of day the forum show has no “redeeming social 
value”’ in terms of its verbal pornography, but cer- 
tainly during the middle hours of the day its 
destructive amoral advice can fall dangerously on 
tender ears. 

Even if the FCC isn’t interested, surely Women’s 
Lib groups should protest to those who advertise on 
the program at the denigration of all womanhood by 
this drivel. 


Reverence toward God 


After 61 years the Boy Scout Handbook has been 
revised. The original, compiled by the founder of the 
movement, Lord Baden-Powell, has remained un- 
touched since 1911. Now, the Handbook for Boys as it is 
now called, echoes some of the tenets of behavior laid 
down by that fine old disciplinarian.. 

Nothing has been changed in the Scout Oath, Laws 
or Motto (Be prepared), but the reference to God now 
reads: ‘‘Reverence toward God is a whole lot more 
than going to church. It is shown in the way you act 
everyday.” 

I once helped the successor to the title, BP’s -son, 
Lord Baden-Powell, produce a nativity play in the 
middle of Africa. He was a member of the local police. 


Free burials, too 


Those venereal tests conducted in Tuskegee, Ala., 
under the supervision of the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice, surely involved cold-blooded, calculated risk, 
and trading on the ignorance of the participants. 

For 40 years 400. black men were subjected to a 
study of VD there. Half received treatment and the 
others received nothing for the disease, not even 
penicillin after it was discovered this could cure. 


Instead the sufferers were kept in the experiment 
without knowing they could be cured. But they were 
offered free medicine for any other ailment, free hot 
lunches and — wait for it — free burials. How con- 
siderate! 

A count taken in 1969 showed that at least seven men 
had died and it is now too late to save others. Officials 
found the autopsies useful to science. Evidently higher 
value was placed on research than on human life. All 
this and free burials, too, for 40 years of suffering. 


The layman is closely in-

Do you pray? 


“If Christ used personal mental prayer so much, 
how much more do you and I need it. How very 
much more.”’

Topel of Spokane to his seminarians, surely 
provide a vital reminder to all of us. 

We do not need to be seminarians, priests or even 
bishops to be reminded of the need for prayer. 
Everyone who calls himself a Christian needs 
to find, daily, those moments when he is alone 
with God in prayer. _ 

It has been said, and rightly, that work is prayer 
when properly fulfilled. But prayer is more | 
than work, more than routine ejaculations of 
piety. 

It is not given to everyone to have the high 
spirituality achieved by the saintly in their 
communion with God. But all of us can try, and 
must try. In a world which provides so much 
that is sheer evil and decadence, our strength 
as Christians is constantly being eroded and 
tested. 

We shall only withstand the test, the constant 
erosion, by a constant renewal of our strength 
in and through God. It is prayer that will bring 
us both the contact and the strength — if we 
give sufficient time. 


If Christ needed so deeply to pray, then how 
much more do we.

To pray is to love 


AS WOMEN WILL, we _ were 
talking .. about prayer and the 
remarkable amount of time we spend 
discussing it, the books that are written 
on the subject, and the evident inability 
of the great majority of people to 
pray effectively or to understand 
what it is all about. 

Trying to define prayer is like trying 
to define love. Oh, we have our 
professionals, our practitioners in 
prayer who can advise and prompt, 
who can offer the aids to prayer in the 
form of readings and meditations, or 
techniques and postures — like Father 
Bernard Bassett, SJ, who in his latest 
book writes of experiments in lying on 

the floor to pray. 


They may lead us to pray and in- 
struct in the rudiments, as they see it, 
but even they will tell you ‘‘each man 
prays in his own way... must find his 
own expression.” 


IT IS LIKE THE little books on love 
which are flooding the market these 
days. ‘“‘Love is... ’ a warm puppy, 
friendship, sharing a lollipop or 
whatever. Or the great romantic poets 
and novelists who pour their lives into 
print to illustrate what they have found 
love to be. 


They are charming and, it is true, 
they point to the manifestations of love 
—when love is there. But we may do all 
the little things, say the words, even 
adopt the slogans and believe them to 
be our own... but this does not make us 
love. 


We may recite rosaries by the score, 
or go wild in spontaneous prayer of 
unparalleled eloquence, and yet we 
may not really pray. 


A MAN MAY express love to his wife 
with great facility and every ap- 
pearance of authenticity, yet his life 
with her may be a series of denials and 
minor betrayals, a lack of concern and 
consideration. Then his words are only 
empty protestations, because he is not 
personally involved .. there is no real 
gift of self. 


On the other hand, he may not speak 
words of love easily, but his whole 
attitude towards her may be one of 
tenderness, of awareness of her value 
as a person, of compassion for her 
needs and a vision of her unique

potential. His whole life may be an 
offering of himself... and then there is 
no need to speak of love, it speaks for 
itself. 

It is like this in prayer, I think. We 
may speak the words, make the 
petitions, swear fidelity and love, and 
live in a manner which gives the lie to 
our prayer. We may claim to believe in 
God, to trust in his love, but still live in 
fear and rebellion. 


ON THE OTHER hand, it is possible 
to come to such an awareness of God’s 
nature, of the incomprehensible faith- 
fulness of his love, that simply to take 
time in His presence, to grasp at His 
wonderful compassion is deeply to 
pray. 

Then there may be no words, only the 
anguish of love and the humbling truth 
that one life is not enough to offer in 
response. But we are all we have to 
give, and so we give all we have. 


Probably most of us fall between the 
two extremes. Most of us, I believe, 
truly want to live, earnestly desire to 
pray. And it is just as well, for there is 
no other way known to man so perfectly 
to affect our growth and bring us to our 
full human being — _ emotionally, 
psychologically and spiritually. 

THE TWO ARE interwoven — love 
and prayer. We will not learn to pray 
without first learning to love. And there 
is no way to grow in love without 
learning to pray. 

In true love, as in true prayer, there 
is the same sense of awe, the same 
overwhelming gratitude, the same 
longing and need to extol the virtue and 
the wonder of the other. 


Not dutifully. Not with an eye to th 
effect it may produce — and the 
possible benefits to oneself. But in a 
total awareness of the other and a 
forgetfulness of self. 


WE ARE CAPABLE of prayer as we 
are capable of love. If our prayer does 
not bring us to a significant growth in 
self-donation and compassion — if our 
love does not bring us to prayer and 
thanksgiving — then we are not yet 
loving, not yet praying. 

It is so simple. God Is love. Every 
communication with Him is of love. If 
we do not love, we cannot pray. Loving, 
we cannot help but pray.

In the Middle East, land that is holy to three 
religions — Islam, Christianity and Judaism — 
has become the center of a conflict some political 


leaders fear holds the greatest danger of in- 


‘in ongoing world 
conflicts - can it 
help bring peace? 


THE ROLE OF RELIGION in the quest for 
peace remains a subject of deep concern as 
religious groups find themselves involved in 
bloody conflict in various areas of the world. 


Antagonisms that have the effect of setting one . 


religious group against another have brought the 
current wave of killings in Northern Ireland and 
the Philippines, the recently ended conflicts of 
the Sudan and Bangladesh. and the ongoing 
tensions of the Middle East. 


In the Philippines, over 1,000 people have been 
killed during the past year and hundreds of 
village homes have been burned, according to 
official government figures. Bitter hatred spills 
out in the mutual denunciations of Christian and 
Muslim representatives. 


THOUGH SUCH hostilities continue to disturb 
interreligious relations, the yearning for peace 
also remains one of the deepest emotions in the 
hearts of religious men and women. Pope Paul 
touched people of all faiths by his address to the 
United Nations in which he eloquently pleaded, 
“‘No more war.” 


And last year the World Conference of Religion 
for Peace opened international headquarters at 
the Church Center for the UN in New York. The 
organization grew out of an earlier gathering in 
Kyoto, Japan, that drew Christians, Buddhists, 
Hindus, Moslems, Shintoists, Sikhs, 
Zoroastrians, Jews and others. 


Last October representatives of most of the 
faiths of mankind met in Cambridge, Mass., for 
the Third Spiritual Summit Conference spon- 
sored by the Temple of Understanding. They 
agreed that all religions must join in calls for 
peace. ‘‘Only religion can bring us peace,”’ said 
Dr. M. Kamel Hussein, a Muslim delegate. 


IN THE UNITED STATES, churchmen have 
been in the forefront of the peace movement, 
concerned particularly about the war in Indo- 
china but also making efforts for peace in 
other trouble spots. 


Despite this strong and historic striving for 
peace, religion has also been a perennial factor 
in war as conflicting groups identify the causes 
for which they fight with their religious 
loyalities. This remains the case, despite the 
growth of the secular and humanistic spirit that 
has modified the outlook of twentieth century 
mankind. 


In Northern Ireland, lives continue to be lost in 
fighting that observers say is not basically 
religious but nonetheless sets Catholic against 
Protestant. h 

IN THE SUDAN, a settlement has recently 
been signed ending a 16-year civil war that saw 
the dominant Muslims of the North seeking to 
suppress a revolt by disaffected Southerners who

These prayers, the so- 
called Leonine prayers, 
were attached to the conclu- 
sion ofthe Mass by Pope Leo 
XIII, in the 19th century. 


A Decree of the Sacred 


Congregation of Rites 
(March 9, 1960) modified the 
times when these prayers 
were to be said. On Sep- 
tember 26, 1964, the same 
congregation stated laconi- 
cally: 


“The Leonine' prayers 
are suppressed.” This was 
in keeping with the Con- 
stitution on the Sacred 
Liturgy which called for a 
simplification of the cere- 
monies of the Mass.

for personal adoration (this 
came around the year 1000) 
but for viaticum to the sick. 


Depending on their 
theology of the eucharist, 
some Protestant churches 
do have the reservation of 
the sacrament. 


The advantage of reserva- 
tion —besides the oppor- 
tunity for personal adora- 
tion — is that the eucharist 
can be brought to a sick or 
dying person immediately 
without the necessity of 
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volving the major powers in a third world war. 


COL. MU’ AMMARalI-Quaddafi , prime 
minister of Libya, charged that the Muslims on 
the Philippine island of Mindanao were ‘“‘victims 
of a genocide campaign.” Philippine President 
Fredinand Marcos invited a fact-finding team 
from Libya and Egypt to investigate. 

The conflict has arisen largely over political 
leadership and land rights since Christians 
began coming into the area after World War II. 
Mindanao was predominantly Muslim, though 
Muslims number only about 5 per cent of the 
total Philippine population of 38 million. 
Catholics constitute about 85 per cent of the 
population and other Christian groups about 5 
per cent. 


Christian settlers have secured land titles 
under procedures that Muslims say are in 
violation of their rights. The increased size of the 
Christian population has also threatened the 
political position of Muslim office holders. 


THE PHILIPPINE situation illustrates the 
way religious identification can be misused to 
become a symbol intensifying conflicts over 
economic and political issues. 


However important religion may be as a cause 
of fighting, war between opposing religious 
groups obviously presents religion with a serious 
challenge. In Northern Ireland, church leaders 
on both sides have pleaded and worked for 
peace. 


“T appeal to all those responsible, for God’s 
sake to have mercy on the innocent and bring 
these campaigns of violence and threats of 
violence to a speedy end,’ declared Cardinal 
William Conway, Catholic primate of all Ireland. 


CATHOLIC PRIESTS have been among those 
pressing the IRA to stop -its campaign of 
violence. And’ in May, both Protestant and 
Catholic leaders from Ireland joined an 
ecumenical gathering in London in a service of 
intercession for peace. 


In the Sudan, the officials of the WCC and the 
All Africa Conference of Churches played a 
significant role in bringing government leaders 
together with Southern rebels. 


IT IS IN .THE Middle East conflict that 
religious leaders find their deepest and most 
tragic challenge. Though in etymology, 
Jerusalem means city of peace and for three 
major religions is a ‘‘Holy City,”’ it has been the 
focus of bloody battles throughout its history. 

‘‘Would that even today you knew the things 
that make for peace,”’ said Jesus as he wept over 
the city (Luke 19:41-42). Nineteen centuries later 
Jerusalem is still a center of conflict. 


That Jews, Muslims and Christians should kill 


. each other in a struggle over possession of the 
-Holy Land has been deeply disturbing to the 


religious conscience. In response to. Pope Paul’s 
proclamation of the fifth World Day of Peace this 
past January, representatives of the three 
religions bearing olive branches marched in 
procession to Jerusalem’s major shrines and 
offered special joint prayers for peace. 

‘ALL OUR RELIGIONS teach the necessity of 
peace and we all give lip-service to the cause of 
peace,”’ Anglican Archbishop George Appleton 


_ of Jerusalem told Christians,: Jews, Muslims, 


Hindus and others attending the 1970 World 
Congress of Faiths in London. 

“We are living in one of the great moments of 
religious history, when religions are in encounter 
with one another in a way never before possible 


‘and yet in an age when all religious faith is 


challenged,”’ he continued. ‘‘Can we as people of 
religious conviction rise to the challenge of 
faith? I believe that we can and must.”

When an altar boy carries 
the chalice and paten, he is 
clearly doing something 
quite functional, having 
nothing to do with a lack of 
respect.

After a mile or more of dips and climbs we are waved to 


barely adequate parking space among a group of dilapidated 
buildings in a hilltop clearing. 


A CROWD OF ABOUT 300 men, women and children, ISH 


already forming in a wide circle on a raised terrace area. 
Some arrived the previous day and spent the night in a 
mineral springs hotel a mile to the west. They have already 
attended Mass in this spot this morning. 

In the center of the crowd, under the shade of a gnarled 
spreading oak, a diminutive figure stands alone, leading the 
crowd in prayer. She stands simply, hands clasped loosely 
before her, in gold slippers and a green dress, her grey hair 
hanging free to her shoulders. 

A microphone hangs about her neck — off to one side 
someone is operating a tape recorder: and amplifiers. Her 
voice as she recites the Our Father and Hail Mary, is firm, 
gentle and without affectation. It is 10:30 a.m. 

SHE SMILES AND, with easy informality, welcomes the 
group — her “‘old friends” and those who are here for the first 
time. The effect is pleasant, low-keyed. This is Frances Klug. 

Softly, smiling engagingly, she relates how ‘‘heaven”’ has 
ordered her to promote the cause of St. Joseph and directed 
that this. “‘holy hill’? be obtained and developed. ‘‘Heaven”’ 
will direct all work and every detail of design. 

Here, where we stand the restaurant will be built, she 
explains. There, the religious goods store. Over there, the 
pilgrim house. Up there, she gestures towards a high barren 
hilltop on which only a shrine to St. Joseph is discernable, 
beyond the shrine, the basilica will be erected on a nearby 
peak... in honor of the Blessed Trinity. 

CONNECTING THE hills a bridge of ‘“‘Examination of 
Conscience’’ will provide an opportunity ‘‘for reflection.” 
The Hill will be a center of worship to ‘‘bring men to God. 
Only,men who love God may work on the project.”’ There is a 
request for the use of a bulldozer and a helicopter. 

She thanks those who have been working and all who have 
helped in other ways, assuring them of growth in spirituality. 
There is a pause. Archly, Fran Klug eyes her congregation. 


“Now, those of you who know me well know that this was 


_not me speaking. I can’t talk like that — I’m too tired.” It was 


someone else. But who? 

SHE INVITES guesses from the people. No one apparently 
has a moment’s doubt. It was, of course, St. Joseph! Ah yes, 
even as she spoke she had been aware of it. He had ‘‘come in”’ 
very typically, firm and deliberate. Unlike say, St. Michael 
or St. Theresa of Avila who ‘‘come in” strongly. Sometimes it 
is quite exhausting, she adds. 

Another pause. It is 10:55 a.m. 

“Tam St. Augustine,’ she announces with a sigh. Here is 
another forceful saint. His message is a simple exhortation 
to piety and prayer, devoid of any evidence of erudition and 
intellectual profundity we might have expected from this 
Father of the Church. 

ALMOST IMMEDIATELY, without change of pace or tone, 
St. Mary Magdalene “comes in.” It is now 11:05. There is 
some reference to the saint’s acquaintance with sin, thena 
similar call to the Christian way of love. At 11:15 St. 
Alphonsus Ligouri, following rapidly on Mary’s heels, offers 
much the same theme of concern for sin and the need for 
Christian dedication.

Finally, a change of tone, the words “‘I stand at the foot of 
the cross,” and reference to “‘my Son” herald the entry of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. The time is 11:25 a.m. 

Although this ‘“‘revelation’’ differs little from the style of its 
precedents, it is uttered with more passion and emotion, and 
at one point, with audible weeping. 

THE CROWD, which earlier had moved slightly — craning 
necks and shifting position — is now immobile, rapt, com- 
pletely caught in the moment. x 

“So be it.” The words signal the end of this as all other 
locutions and the pilgrims bless themselves devoutly. This 
part of the meeting is at an end. 

Mrs. Klug walks to the edge of the circle and subsides on a 
chair, head bent, her husband at her side. A visiting priest 
“from the East”’ steps into the circle to lead the recitation of 

‘ the glorious decades of the Rosary. Voices rise and fall in the 
noon heat. Rosaries move quietly through reverent fingers. 

IN THE PRAYER, the fervor of the people is obviously 
sincere — as is their belief in the ‘‘miracle.’’ Recitation of the 
Rosary and reception of the Eucharist are stressed over and 
over again in the “‘revelations,’’ and followers of Mrs. Klug 
testify to ‘‘fantastic spiritual healing’”’ as a consequence of 
adopting these practices. 

The locutions counsel prayer, love and personal reform. 
But there are false notes. Judging by the selected 
“revelations” included in two small volumes of ‘‘Stories 
from Heaven”’ issued, not sold, by the corporation, and those 
just heard, the locutions are repetitious. 

Theologically, they are naive and simplistic, generally 
trite and pietetic. The style of language is consistent with 
each “‘locution’’ and as consistently stilted, awkward and 
childish. There is little regard for grammatical niceties of 
form and expression and an embarrassing tendency to fall 
into clumsy rhyming cquplets.

“THE MIND BOGGLES,” a bystander comments, ‘‘at the 
vision of God the Father standing in line, awaiting the cue for 
his ‘bit’ part.’’ Indeed, the ready availability of saints on 
demand does assault the intelligence. ; 

Security guards and enthusiastic followers try to prevent 
the use of cameras or tape recorders. Attempts to take 
photographs meet with undisguised hostility and verbal 
attack. A reporter at the first meeting held in San Diego 
recently, was vehemently restrained by three husky security 
men from using her tape recorder. 

. Questions about the corporation, the fund raising or official 
support — or the lack of it — are answered with evasion and 
suspicion. 

THIS DEFENSIVE, secretive attitude may be due to 
protectiveness towards the ‘‘miracle’’ figure, but it does not 
induce credulity. 

Why is St. Joseph elected as the focus of the “miracle?”’ 
The preface to the second volume of “Stories from Heaven” 


explains. Society is disintegrating and ‘‘the cause is that man —~ 
gin on the Hill, with volunteer help. “The entire program 


has lost his model. What better model than St. Joseph?” 
There follows a list of the saint’s virtues, then “indeed, what 
better model, unless it be Christ himself?”’ Yes, indeed. 
Week after week hundreds of followers make _ the 
‘pilgrimage to the hill, from the dioceses of San Diego and Los 
Angeles. Guilds have been formed for the purpose of fund- 
raising and organizing work on the building project. 


A“‘REVELATION from St. Joseph” received on March 19 
this year states ‘‘God has put a time limit on the completion 
of this Hill. He says ‘I want it done in five years in man’s way 
and it must be done my way.’” 

Since millions of dollars are involved there is an un- 


derstandable sense of urgency. among the “‘pilgrims.”’ 
Recently a call for $80,000 for one project was met in a matter 


of weeks and apparently there are hopes of raising $1.5 
million this year. 
Religious instruction classes for children will soon be- 


will be directed by heaven,” the Voice of Hope newsletter 
assures us. ; 

A DISTURBING note in this regard is the report by a priest 
that Fran Klug is “distracted” by reading the Scriptures, 
and refrains from doing so, although she refers freely to 
“Bible history.” 

At no time during the meeting was an appeal made for 
money. ‘‘Mrs. Klug would not associate herself with such 
things’”’ we were told. But, appeal or no appeal the drive for 
millions is gathering momentum. | 

The movement is also gathering momentum in other 
directions.

Student inspires ‘72 
anti-poverty slogan 


HEMPSTEAD, N. Y. 
(RNS) — A freshman at 
Hofstra University here last 
year wound up her pilot art 
project for a Catholic anti- 
poverty campaign by 
writing: ‘‘Poverty is what 
happens when people give up 
caring for one another.”’ 

This year that simple 
response to ‘‘What is 
poverty?’’ will appear on 
piece of 
promotional material for the 
1972 U.S. bishops’ Cam- 
paign for Human Develop- 
ment drive. 


“Tt was as though I’d been 
asked a question that I’d 
been waiting years to an- 
swer,’’ said 19-year-old 
Janet. Vitkavage, who 
completed the project while 
still a student at St. Angela 
Hall high school in Brooklyn. 


SHE WROTE a series of 
poems on poverty. 


Janet decided to 
dramatize her feelings on 
poverty in America through 
poetry because it “is an 
essential part of me. If I feel, 
I write.”’ 

Now in its third year, the 
CHD receives its funds from 
U.S. Catholics through an 
annual collection (this year 


it’s Nov. 19) and then 
distributes the money in the 
form of grants as seed 
money for self-help porjects 
throughout the nation. 


MORE THAN $5 million 
has already been outlayed. 


Now a_ student in art 
education, Janet is unable to 
“major’’ in poetry, her first 
choice. So she chose art, but 
is also taking a number of 
creative writing courses. 


Hoping to teach, she said: 
“Teaching should keep me in 
close contact with new ideas 

. ideas that I can express 
through my writing.”’ 


THE PROJECT which 
brought Janet’s poetry into 
the anti-poverty campaign 
involved three schools in the 
Brooklyn - diocese. Students 
were invited to use art to 
express their feelings: on 
poverty. 


Some of the responses 
were collages, dioramas, 
films, tapes and even a 
dance recital. 

As a result of the Brooklyn 
experience, the idea was 
expanded last April and 
more than 10 dioceses are 
undertaking similar 
projects.

Baton Rouge suspends ‘good 
conscience’ plan for remarried 


BATON ROUGE, La. 
(RNS) Following a 
statement by the president of 
the U.S. Catholic bishops 
conference, reflecting 
a Vatican directive, the 
Baton Rouge diocese has 
indefinitely suspended its 
“good conscience”’ program 
that allowed some divorced 
and remarried Catholics to 
receive the sacraments. 


Msgr. Stanley Ott, who 
chaired the ‘‘good con- 
science’ panel, said the 


diocese will await the results 
of a study of the question by 
the Vatican. 


Bishop Robert E. Tracy of 
Baton Rouge, responding to 
a statement by Cardinal 
John J. Krol of Philadelphia, 


president of the National 
Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, said he was 


“‘delighted”’ that the Vatican 


has undertaken the study. 


HE SAID IN LIGHT of this 
development, ‘“‘our diocese 
stands ready in loyalty and 
obedience . .. to follow cur- 
rent discipline in the matter 
while awaiting its final dis- 
position from Rome.” 


Cardinal Krol said the 
Vatican ‘‘has made it clear, 
in a recent letter addressed 
to the conference, that since 
the discipline is of interest to 
the entire Church, dioceses 
are not to _ introduce 
procedures that are contrary 
to current discipline.”’ 


Noting that studies of the 
situation of divorce and 
remarriage are being made 
by both the Vatican and the 
NCCB, Cardinal Krol 
stressed that this does not 
mean the Church’s teaching 
and practice on the subject 
will change.

HE CITED the Catholic 
Church’s ‘‘solicitude’”’ for the

Nixon aides back proposed tax credit bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — A bill to grant tax 
credits of up to $200 a year to 
parents for each child at- 
tending nonpublic schools 
was endorsed by the Nixon 
administration in testimony 
before the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 


But three spokesmen for 
the President, including two 
cabinet secretaries, warned 
Congress it would have to cut 
spending elsewhere to pay 
for the tax credit program 
which will cost between $790 
and $970 million. 


Elliot R. Richardson, 
secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare; 
George P. Schultz, secretary 
of the Treasury, and Office 
of Management and Budget 
director Caspar Weinberger 
praised the House measure 
proposed by Rep. Wilbur 


Mills (D.-Ark.) and Rep. 
Hugh Carey (D.-N.Y.). 
THE THREE said, 


however, they could not 
support that section of the 
bill which would increase 
federal aid for elementary 
and secondary education by 
$2.25 billion a year to 
equalize spending per child 
in U.S. public schools under 
a Public Education Trust 
Fund provision. 


The proposed credit comes 
directly off the final income 
tax total, making its value 
identical for all users. It is 
not a deduction. 


Schultz. said the ad- 
ministration’s only objection 
to the tax credit provisions is 
that there apparently are no 
stipulations for tuition 
benefits to low-income 
families who pay no income 
tax.

House bill would prevent postal increases 


Rep. Drinan acts to ‘save’ press 


WASHINGJON, D.C. (RNS) — The only 
priest in Congress is trying to prevent an 
“epidemic of casualities” faced by religious 
and other publications with the second class 
postal rate increases. 

Rep. Robert F. Drinan, a Jesuit priest, 
introduced a bill in the House to protect 
smaller newspapers and magazines from 
large increases scheduled by the U.S. Postal 
Service. 


The new rates would hurt.all publications, 
but are viewed as a near ‘‘death sentence”’ 
for smaller newspapers and magazines — 
including many of a religious nature. 


REP. DRINAN’S bill would prohibit the 
Postal Service from imposing any per-piece 
surcharge on second-class publications, and 
provide that second class rates for the first 
250,000 copies of any publication be held at 
the level charged as of June 1, 1972, and that 
any revenue lost by this rate be assumed by 
Congressional appropriations.

“The Postal Service plans‘ increases in 
second class rates which in five years will be 
127 per cent above current levels,” Father 
Drinan said. ‘‘Such increases threaten the 
survival of hundreds of small and_in- 
dependent publications. This kind of 
economic blockade must be prevented. 


“If we are to maintain a truly free press, it 


must be free from economic coercion. The 
proposed second class postal rate increases 
are a dangerous burden on our nation’s 
newspapers and magazines. Congress has a 


responsibility to encourage the publication: 


of diverse opinions. That’s what the First 
Amendment is all about.” 


ACCORDING TO James A. Doyle, 


executive director, Catholic Press 
Association, increases for second class, non- 
profit mail — such as the Southern Cross — 
would be between 400 and 750 per cent over 
the next 10 years under the new postal 
regulations. 
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
